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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-cntlcnen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Truro  Rural  District, 


The  year  was  a  healthy  one.  The  weather  was  kind  and  this  was 
reflected  in  a  reduction  in  the  death  rate  among  the  senior  citizens  in  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

Not  mentioned  in  the  body  of  the  report  was  the  establishment  by 
voluntary  workers  without  any  financial  help  from  outside  of  a  luncheon  club 
cum  meals  on  wheels  service  in  the  village  of  flushing.  This  has  greatly 
helped  the  older  section  of  the  community  to  remain  happily  in  their  own  homes. 
It  seems  to  me  extraordinarily  shortsighted  that  local  village  committees 
should  not  receive  every  encouragement,  including  money,  to  establish  such  sche 

The  gradual  I’emcval  of  families  from  the  Cameron  and  Trevellas  estates 
has  continued  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  these,  substandard  dwellings  will  be 
demolished  within  the  next  2  or  3  years.  Such  estates,  properly  run,  could 
still  be  of  great  value  to  the  community  but  these  2  were  too  far  from 
places  where  men  could  get  employment.  In  any  case  some  sort  of  rehabilitatior 
scheme  should  have  been  instituted  as  soon  as  it  became  apparent  that  the 
estates  were  being  used  as  refuges  for  problem  families.

This  recently  adopted  index  is  obtained  by  adding  the  year's  total  of 
still  births  to  the  number  of  infant  deaths  within  7  days  of  birth  and 
calculating  the  proportion  this  forms  per  thousand  live  and  still  births. 
figures  indicates  that  in  the  Truro  Rural  District  conditions  were  much  the 
same  as  in  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  and  considering  the  scattered  nature 
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pf  the  population  are  a  tribute  to  the  standard  of  domiciliary  midwifery 
in  this  District. 

The  vital  statistics,  generally  speaking,  are  good  and  require  little 
comment.  There  were  increases  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  55-04  age  group 
in  both  sexes.  In  the  analysis  of  causes  of  death  however  the  only  increase 
in  this  age  group  is  in  the  male  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus 
which  rose  from  nil  to  five.  Over  a  five  year  period  however  the  incidence 
of  this  condition  in  all  age  groups  is  much  lower  than  it  is  in  the  whole 
country  and  about  the  same  as  the  average  for  Rural  Districts  generally.

Miss  E.  J.  Jennings,  x  ssistant  County  Nursing  Officer  writes: 

It  is  cheering  to  learn  that  this  year  the  perinatal  mortality  rate 
of  28.89  for  Truro  Rural  District  was  below  32.35,  the  average  for  the  whole 
county  and  was  likewise  below  the  35.1  figure  for  the  West  Cornwall  Clinica] 
/rea.  The  rate  for  last  Cornwall  was  22.41  .  Everyone  connected  with 
expectant  mothers  must  encourage  them  tc  receive  early  ante  natal  care 
i.e.  before  they  are  12  weeks  pregnant.  Regular  weighing,  wise  eating  and 
regular  tests  to  estimate  the  amount  of  iron  in  their  blood  will  prevent 
various  conditions  which  give  rise  to  stillbirths  and  the  deaths  of  babies 
during  their  first  week  of  life. 

In  October  Miss  B.  Neufville  S.R.1L.  ,  S.C.M.  ,  Q.N. ,  H.V.  cert  return! 
from  her  homeland,  Jamaica,  once  again  to  take  over  the  parishes  of  Ladock, 
Erme  and  lately  of  St.  /lien.  She  received  a  very  warm  welcome. 

In  October  Miss  Rosemurgey  S.R.N. ,  S.C.M. ,  Q.N. ,  H.V.  cert  was 
appointed  to  the  parish  of  Kea,  leaving  only  the  parishes  of  Gwennap  and 
Chacewatei  without  their  own  District  Nurse/Midwife/Health  Visitor. 

During  the  several  months  when  all  these  parishes  were  vacant  the 
neighbouring  nursing  and  health  visiting  staff  together  with  a  relief 
general  nurse  and  a  relief  midwife  kept  the  work  running  smoothly.

Vaccination  by  means  of  the  Sabin  vaccine,  which  is  given  by  mouth, 


has  been  offered  to  all  under  40  yeais  of  age  but  records  are  now  kep/t 
only  of  the  under  sixteens.  The  number  in  this  age  group  in  the  Truro  Rural 
District  is  estimated  to  be  6363  of  whom  3439  are  known  to  have  had  a  full 
course  of  Sabin  vaccine.  Excluding  222  infants  under  6  months  of  age  this 
gives  a  protection  rate  of  nearly  56%  which  is  much  too  low. 
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Dip}  theria 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  19&4.  400  (359)  children  under 

five  and  41  (18)  aver  five  were  immunised  against  the  disease  during  the 
year  and  378  (l?^)  booster  doses  were  given. 

It  is  estimated  tiiat  on  the  31st  December,  19&4  there  were  1,578 
children  in  the  Rural  District  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years.  Of 
these  1145  or  72.5%  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  This  figure  is 
higher  than  in  the  country  as  a  whole  but  it  is  still  much  lower  than  it 
should  be  in  some  of  the  parishes. 


Smallpox 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

58  of  the  440  children  born  during  the  year  were  vaccinated, 
i'lso  vaccinated  for  the  first  timev;eroi23  between  the  ages  of  1  and 
15  years  and  33  older  persons.  125  persons  were  re-vaccinated.

The  only  2  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  were 
both  non-pulmonary ,  in  one  case  a  kidney  was  infected,  in  the  other  the 
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glands  of  neck.  Both  cases  were  adults  who  had  doubtless  been  infected 
by  milk  from  tubercular  cows  some  years  before  all  the  cattle  in  the  County 
had  to  be  attested.  One  of  the  patients  is  already  fully  recovered  and  the 
other  is  well  on  the  road  to  recovery. 

The  single  d*ath  in  the  Registrar  General's  return  was  of  a  man  of 
6b  years  of  age  who  moved  into  the  district  from  Brentwood,  Essex,  in  1952 
with  a  diagnosis  of  Silico-tuberculosis .  Two  other  adults  aged  56  and  59 
years  whose  names  were  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  died  during  the  year 
but  in  neither  case  was  the  disease  mentioned  in  the  death  certificate. 

Mass  Radiography 

ill  school  children  are  ox'fered  skin  testing  and,  if  necessary, 
protection  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  11th  birthday, 
ill  reactors  to  the  skin  test  are  examined  by  X-rays.  It  is  not  possible 
to  give  separate  figures  for  the  children  m  the  Truro  Rural  Distract 
as  most  of  them  attend  secondary  and  grammar  schools  in  the  towns. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  specially  designed  for  work  in  rural  areas 
visited  the  main  villages  in  the  ^outh  Eastern  section  of  the  District  in 
--pril  and  May.  attendances  were  disappointingly  low  despite  the  wholehearted 
efforts  of  the  local  Councillors  who  went  to  great  lengths' to  ?r^ore  that 
every  home  in  their  scattered  parishes  received  advance  notice  giving  full 
details  of  dates  and  times  at  which  the  machine  would  be  at  their  villages. 

702  persons  were  examined  during  12  working  sessions.  6  of  these  were  referred 
for  further  investigation. 

B.C.G.  vaccination 

721  (698)  contacts  with  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  vac¬ 
cinated.  Since  the  scheme  for  vaccinating  school  leavers  begain  in  1953  885 
(810)  children  have  been  vaccinated  in  schools  in  the  Rural  District,  is  the 
majority  of  our  schools  are  now  Junior  Schools  most  of  the  children  in  the 
ago  group  when  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  done  are  in  schools  in  Truro  and  elsewhere. 
It  is  safe  to  say  however  that  about  80^o  of  all  children  in  the  Rural  District 
are  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  in  their  12th  year. 
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hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Meat  Inspection  and  work  in  connection  with  building  byelaws  and 
Planning  continue  to  dominate  the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
although  the  Report  refers  to  many  other  aspects  of  our  work  which  have 
leceived  attention  during  the  year. 

From  an  administrative  point  of  view  the  Council's  acquisition  of 
large  garage  premises  has  been  a  matter  for  great  satisfaction,  and  the  prospe 
of  a  general  foreman  -  a  recommendation  from  a  report  by  Organisation  and 
Methods  experts  -  should,  if  it  matures,  help  considerably  in  the  efficient 
conduct  of  certain  public  health  matters  in  this  District.  The  growth  of 
legislation,  and  the  ever  increasing  demands  on  services  provided  by  the  Counc 
are  so  insidious  yet  cumulative  in  their  results  that  it  is  not  always  easy 
to  recognise  the  right  moment  to  make  radical  changes  to  meet  the  situation, 
or  indeed  to  appreciate  the  necessity  for  such  changes  at  all. 

The  time  is  soon  coming  when  a  major  re-organisation  of  refuse 
collection  methods  must  be  attempted.  The  rounds  have  "grown  up"  with  the 
service  over  many  years,  and  I  feel  only  a  drastic  change  of  system  can  lead  t 
a  better  service,  easier  tip  control  -  and  perhaps  temporary  chaos  I 

I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Yv hitman  for  his  valuable  help  and  support, 
the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  cheerful  co-operation,  Mr.  Truscott 
for  his  contribution  on  hater  Supplies,  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  for 
information  provided  on  New  water  and  Sewerage  Schemes.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 .  water  Supply. 

(a)  Mains  Supplies. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  served  by  the  Council's  two  main 
schemes,  namely  the  Ladock  and  South  East  Scheme  and  the  Chacewater  and 
South  West  Scheme.  The  parishes  of  St.  Agnes  and  Perranzabuloe  each  have 
their  own  separate  systems  as  does  the  village  of  Mitchell. 

At  Newlyn  East  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Newquay  Water  Company, 
and,  similarly,  water  is  broughc  from  Truro  Water  Company  for  Tresillian. 
Falmouth  Corporation  are  responsible  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
water  in  the  Parish  of  My lor. 

The  various  systems  set  out  above  provide  mains  water  to  all  but  a 
few  thinly  populated  parishes,  and  ail  the  water  is  chlorinated  and 
otherwise  treated  as  necessary. 

Stithians  Scheme.  Stages  1  &  2. 

Plans  for  both  stages  of  the  above  scheme  we re  approved  by  the 
Ministry  and  contract  work  is  expected  to  start  in  the  Spring  of  19^5. 

Renewal  of  St.  Agnes  Water  Mains. 

The  work  on  this  scheme  which  was  commenced  in  July  19^3  was 
materially  completed  by  December  19&4  and  only  a  few  of  the  ancillary 
works  are  outstanding. 

Shortlanesend  Water  Scheme. 

The  main  laying  for  the  above  scheme  and  the  erection  of  the 
13,000  gallon  elevated  tank  at  Shortlanesend  was  completed  by  December,  1  9&4. 
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The  installation  of  the  inline  booster  and  the.  completion  of  ancillary 
works  is  scheduled  for  the  Spring  of  1965.  When  this  scheme  comes  into 
operation  the  small,  inadequate  supply  system  at  Snortlanesend  will  be 
replaced  by  water  supplied  by  the  Truro  Water  Company . 

Mitchell  Water. 

The  plans  for  the  supply  of  water  to  Mitchell  from  Newlyn  East  were 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  constructional  work  commenced  in  December  196^ 

The  scheme  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  June  1965. 

Chacewater  &  S.W.  District  Water  Scheme . 

Kea  (Playing  Place)  to  Coombe  Extension. 

The  Main  laying  for  this  scheme  commenced  in  July  1964,  and  was 
completed  in  October  1964.  An  additional  3"  branch  main  was  laid  from  the 
system  to  serve  the  properties  at  Cowlands. 

Due  to  the  hold  up  in  ancillary  equipment,  completion  of  the  scheme 
is  not  expected  before  the  Spring  of  1965. 

St.  Mawes  Water  Supply  Mains  Renewal. 

Plans  for  the  relaying  of  part  of  the  system  and  descaling  of 
other  mains  were  drawn  up  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  in  June 
1964  following  a  survey  of  the  system. 

Approval  to  the  proposals  was  given  by  the  Ministry  and  the  works 
are  expected  to  be  started  in  January  1965. 


The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  C.  J.  Truscott,  reports  as  follows 

"With  a  rainfall  of  only  33.78  inches  for  the  year  it  was  only 
to  be  expected  that  some  water  shortages  could  be  experienced  in  the 
Rural  Area,  and  this  made  itself  felt  on  the  supply  to  'Wheal  Daniell,  the 
gravity  supply  to  Mitchell,  the  spring  supply  to  the  village  of  Snort¬ 
lanesend  and  the  higher  levels  of  Perranporth.  The  shortage  in  the 
Parish  of  Perranzabuloe,  being  for  a  short  period  only,  was  rectified  by 
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"water  being  cariied  by  the  Cornwall  County  Fire  Brigade  to  the  St.  George's 
Hill  reservoir,  and  to  supply  tanks  which  were  sited  in  the  Droskyn  area. 

The  Silverwell  catchment  area  was  explored  with  a  result  that  an  extra 
38,000  gallons  of  water  a  day  was  made  available  to  the  water  mains  of 
Perranzabuloe . 

"Mitchell  supply  fell  considerably  during  the  Summer  months  with 
a  result  that  over  43 ,000  gallons  of  water  was  delivered  to  the  storage 
tank  for  that  village  by  private  carrier  and  the  Cornwall  County  Fire 
Brigade . 

"The  Chacewater  &  S.W.  area  of  the  kural  'Water  Supply  had  to  be 
augmented  with  an  increase  booster  supply  from  the  Truro  Water  Company, 
and  although  on  some  days  a  total  of  nearly  100,000  gallons  per  day  were 
pumped  into  the  water  mains,  this  increase  did  not  entirely  overcome  the 
difficulty  of  water  shortages  in  the  Baldhu  high  level  area  from  the  her ley 
reservoir,  on  rsany  days  only  inches  of  water  coaid  be  measured  in  the  re¬ 
servoir  as  against  fifteen  feet  of  water  when  the  reservoir  is  filled  to 
capacity. 

"The  total  rainfall  from  the  rainfall  gauge  at  Ladock,  for  the  year 
1964  was  33.78  inches,  as  against  44.46  inches  for  1963,  "the  wettest  month 
being  in  March  of  each  year,  1964  recording  6.1 6  inches,  against  1963, 

5.24  inches,  while  the  driest  month  in  each  year  'was  January,  1964,  being 
.89  inches  and  1963,  1.21  inches.  The  total  rainfall  as  recorded  at  the 
Newlyn  East  site  for  the  whole  of  the  year  was  29. 06  inches. 

"For  the  records,  I  append  below  the  total  quantities  of  water

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"The  reason  for  the  lower  discharge  from  the  G-over  Pumping  Station 
can  be  accounted  for  by  Wheal  Daniell  supplying  water  into  the  Seven- 
milestone  reservoir  to  help  the  Parish  of  St.  Agnes. 


"As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  have  had  to  purchase  water 
from  neighbouring  Authorities,  and  8,583,000  gallons  of  water  were  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  St.  Newlyn  East  area,  while  Truro  Water  Company  pumped 
1,266,000  gallons  into  the  mains  at  Tresillian,  and  17,517,000  gallons 
passed  through  the  Kea  Booster  Plant  to  augment  Chacewater  &  S.W.  Area. 

In  these  three  supply  areas  most  satisfactory  service  has  been  received 
from  the  Undertakers  concerned. 

"With  the  housing  programme  being  stepped  up  by  private  enterprise 
in  the  Aural  Area,  water  main  extensions  had  to  be  made  in  order  to 
adequately  supply  water  for  development.  All  water  main  extensions  were 
carried  oat  by  direct  labour.

"The  total  number  of  new  water  met-er  installations  carried  out  was 
39  against  52  for  the  previous  year,  malting  a  total  now  in  seivice  of 

1  ,367. 


"Very  few  major  breakdowns  on  the  pumping  plants  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  likewise  a  drop  in  the  water  main  breakages  can  be  recorded. 
As  in  previous  years,  the  Voskilly  elevated  tower  feeding  the  higher  levels 
of  St.  Mawes  has  had  to  be  boodted  with  water  from  the  Trethem  booster- 
station,  and  before  the  Summer  season  started  a  major  overhaul  was  carried 
out  to  the  pump  on  this  unit. 

"During  the  year  one  submersible  pump  from  Treamble  and  ono  from 
lh  al  Daniell  were  removed  for  overhaul." 

(b)  Other  Sources.  Boreholes,  springs,  wells  and  rainwater  storage  tanks 
supply  the  needs  of  those  members  of  the  community  unable  to  take  advantage 
of  main  supplies.  Public  wells  are  tested  and  cleansing  and  protection 
carried  out  when  necessary. 

(c)  Quality  and  Sufficiency.  Regular  samples  were,  as  usual,  frequently 
taken  from  the  main  sup  'lies  and  the  Analyst's  reports  showed  that  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard  of  purity  was  being  maintained. 

A  total  of  88  samples  were  taken  for  analysis. 
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2.  Sewerage. 

The  position  regarding  progress  in  the  village  sewerage  schemes 
is  as  follows 

(a)  Threemile stone  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  has  been  held  up  pending  final  decisions  from  the 
County  Planning  Authorities  on  the  final  layout  for  the  village,  but  the 
submission  of  the  final  layout  plans  is  expected  early  in  1965. 

(b)  Porthtowan  Sewerage. 

Final  plans  were  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
and  the  scheme  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1965. 

(a)  Feock  Sewerage. 

This  scheme  is  still  held  in  abeyance  pending  the  report  of  the 
County  Planning  Officer  on  the  final  development  proposed  for  the  area. 

(d)  Cubert  &  Holywell  Sewerage. 

This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  October  19 6E,  and 
generally  approved  in  principle.  It  was  suggested  however  that  con¬ 
sideration,  for  the  incorporation  into  the  scheme,  should  be  given  to  the 
hamlets  of  Treveal,  Tresean  and  Treworgans,  and  a  revised  scheme  is  being 
drawn  up  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers. 

( e )  Perranporth . 

Plans  are  still  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  improvement 
and  replacement  of  pumping  plant  and  the  outfall  sewer.  Final  plans 
have  been  held  up  because  of  objections  raised  to  the  siting  of  the 
proposed  pumping  station. 

(f)  Other  Villages. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  are  continuing  with  the 
preparations  of  plans  for  other  villages  to  be  sewered  in  accordance  with 
the  Council's  list  of  priorities. 


(g)  General  Maintenance. 
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At  Flushing  30  yards  of  old  6"  sewer  were  relaid  and  a  number  of 
house  drains  reconnected.  The  old  sewer  had  been  giving  trouble  for  some 
time  owing  to  defective  pipes  and  insufficient  gradient. 

3.  Sewerage  works. 

Twenty-two  works  of  various  design  and  size  are  maintained  by  three 
men  -  each  with  a  light  van,  and  equipment  -  under  the  control  of  the 
Water  Engineer.  He  reports  that  the  pumping  plant  at  Perranporth  still 
gives  trouble  and  cause  for  anxiety. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  start  on  the  new  pumping  station  will  not  be  too 
long  delayed. 

4.  Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  own,  and  maintain  with  part-time  attendants  17  public 
conveniences,  two  new  ones-at  Mylor  and  Pendower  Beach -coming  into  use 
during  the  year. 

The  conveniences  at  Perranporth  are  owned  by  the  Perranporth  Gardens 
Trustees,  but  by  arrangement  are  maintained  by  the  Council.  Full-time 
attendants  are  employed  here  during  the  summer.  Under  the  Public 
Lavatories  (Turnstiles)  Act,  19^3,  the  turnstile  was  removed  and  doors 
fitted  with  coin  locks.  No  other  lavatories  were  affected  by  this  Act, 

3.  Cesspool  Emptying. 

During  the  year  2,784  loads  were  taken  from  1,277  cesspools  or 
septic  tanks. 

/  new  1,000  gallon  Karrier  Cesspool  Emptier  was  purchased  during 
the  year,  bringing  the  Council's  fleet  of  this  type  of  vehicle  up  to  three. 
In  addition  a  vehicle  was  hired  from  Truro  City  Council  on  7  days, 

Falmouth  Borough  on  10,  and  from  a  private  Contractor  on  90  days.  The 
need  for  this  dropped  off  considerably  after  arrival  of  the  new  machine. 


6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

New  contracts  for  tip  control  were  let  from  1st  April,  work  on  the 
three  tips  being  divided  between  two  Contractors.  The  firm  previous  Ir¬ 
responsible  for  all  three  was  not  able  to  continue. 

Controlled  tipping  by  mechanical  methods  continues  to  show  great 
advantages  over  manual  workers,  employed  up  until  last  year.  The  dis¬ 
tribution  of  collected  refuse  between  three  tipping  points,  necessary  as 
this  is,  does  make  really  efficient  and  economical  control  more  difficult 
than  would  be  the  case  if  one  disposal  site  only  could  be  used. 

A  most  satisfactory  occurrence  this  year  was  the  purchase  of  large 
garage  premises  in  Truro.  Not  only  do  we  now  own  spacious  buildings 
and  grounds  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City,  but  are  in  a  position  to  house 
more  and  bigger  vehicles  and  to  service  them  more  quickly  and  easily.  A 
new  12/18  c.  yd.  Karrier  Gibson  Refuse  Collector  was  in  fact  bought  into 
use  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  bringing  the  number  now  available  up  to 
six. 

At  Bissoe  the  Council  planted  several  hundred  trees  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  ultimately  providing  an  effective  screen  between  the  tip  and  the 
Devorar-Chacewatei  road.  A  very  great  deal  of  filling  and  preparation  had 
first  to  be  done,  but  fortunately  our  requirements  happened  to  coincide 
with  the  need  of  several  building  contractors  for  a  site  to  dump  large 
quantities  of  excavated  material. 

7.  Salvage. 

No  salvage  scheme  is  in  operation. 

8.  Rodent  Control. 

Through  an  unfortunate  illness  the  Operator  was  off  duty  for  two 
months  in  the  Spring.  He  later  felt  obliged  to  resign,  and  a  new 
operator  was  appointed. 
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Many  farms  have  been  inspected,  and  quotations  submitted  for  treat¬ 
ment  over  a  twelve  month  period.  Thirty  one  Contracts  were  entered  into 
to  a  value  of  £2l7.5.0d. 

The  Rodent  Operator  is  provided  with  a  light  van,  and  poisoning 
is  done  with  Warfarin,  Zinc  Phosphide,  or,  less  frequently,  arsenic. 

1 ,475  premises  were  inspected,  and  234  found  to  be  infested.  The  neces¬ 
sary  treatment  was  given  in  each  case. 

Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge,  and  regular  treatments 
have  been  given  to  refuse  tips  (13)  and  sewerage  systems  (21 ).  The 
Operator  has  also  dealt  with  wasp  nests  and  bees,  for  which  a  small  charge 
is  made. 


INSPECT! OK  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD. 

Carcases  inspected  numbered  132,347  (an  increase  of  well  over 
36,000  on  last  year,  which  had  an  increase  of  15,000  over  the  year  before 

that ) . 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  operation  -  the  bulk  of 
the  slaughtering  is  confined  to  four  of  them. 

Foodshops,  restaurants  and  hotels  have  received  visits,  and  stand¬ 
ards  of  food  hygiene  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  1..  good  deal 
more  time  should  be  spent  inspecting  these  places  but  there  is  so  little 
of  it  to  spare.  The  inspection  rf  meat  takes  up  an  ever  increasing  amount 
of  the  Inspectors'  time. 

OFFICES ,  SHOPS.  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August.  Applications  were 
required  to  be  made  for  registration  of  all  those  premises  not  specifically 
exempted  by  the  Act,  and  inspections  began  to  be  made  in  the  -Autumn. 

The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  inspectors  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  it  being  decided  to  endeavour  to  do  this  extra  work  without 
engaging  more  staff. 
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The  Act  lays  down  certain  standards  and  requirements  for  safety, 
sanitation,  water  supply,  heating,  ventilation,  etc.  In  this  District 
no  serious  problems  have  been  encountered,  and  those  responsible  for 
compliance  with  the  Act  have  carried  -iut  all  such  improvements'  as  have -been 
asked  of  them. 

Thirty-six  inspections  were  made,  and  102  applications  received 
for  registration.  The  most  common  fault  found  in  those  premises  so  far 
inspected  was  lack  of  adequate  first  aid  equipment,  followed  by  absence 
of  thermometers  for  recording  room  temperature. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1^,60. 

A  total  of  37  licences  were  issued  in  1964. 

HOUSING. 

Slum  Clearance.

Housing  Advances. 

26  loans  to  build  houses  were  made  by  the  Council  and  76  for  the 
purchase  of  existing  property.  2  Loans  were  made  for  improvements. 

Rent  Act,  1937. 

One  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received  from  a  tenant, 
and  an  Undertaking  was  accepted  from  the  landlord. 

New  Building. 

Under  the  Council's  Building  Byelaws  847  plans  were  submitted  for 
the  erection  of  new  buildings  or  the  conversion  or  alterations  of  existing 
property.
